German Prisoners 


Ordered to Work 
On Fulton Roads 


Interned Men Will Soon Be 

Put to Work on Paving 
and Straightening of the 
Old Sand Town Road. 


The German prisoners at Fort Mc- 
Pherson will soon be put to work on 
the paving and straightening of the 
old Sandtown road. The government has 
agreed to have the work done by the 
prisoners, the county to furnish the ma- 
terial. Under war regulations the Ger- 
mans must be paid for their work. 

Superintendent of Public Works W. 
A. Hansell, Jr., stated Monday that the 
consent of the property owners was the 
only thing which prevented the work 
being begun immediately. The road is 
to be widened to 40 feet, the present 
width being only 26 feet, and will be 
paved and bad curves will be eliminated. 
The improvement will extend from 
Campbellton road, at Fort McPherson, 
to the Cascade road, and will cover 
about two miles. 

The county will furnish the stone and 
other materials for the macadam pav- 
ing, and the prisoners will do the quar- 
rying of the rock and the grading and 
paving of the road. 

Other road and street improvements 
will be begun at an early date. Pied- 
mont avenue, from the Driving club to 
the end of the car line, is on the wait- 
ing list of jobs to be done by the county 
convicts and will probably be reached 
within the next few months. 

A macadam pavement will be laid at 
once on Spring street, which runs off 
from Parrott avenue, near Whittier 
Mills. 

Work will be begun on the excavation 
for the Grant Park swimming pool as 
soon as the county convicts have finish- 
ed digging the ditch for the Water main 
to Camp Gordon. One hundred and eight 
convicts are working on this job, and it 
will probably be completed before Sep- 
tember 1. The large number of convicts 
necessary for rapid completion of this 
job has left a shortage of men, and 
many other jobs are waiting until this 
work has been finished. 

This agreement was decided upon by 
the government owing to the excep- 
tionally heavy traffic over the road 
at this point, supplie® for Fort Mc- 
Pherson being constantly transported 
over this road.

Washington, July 23.—The federal 
government's plan for insuring officers 
and men of the army, navy and marine 
corps against death and injury while 
in service broadened today into a com- 
plex program which would provide 
government allowances for families of 
soldiers and sailors and the rehabilita- 
tion and training of injured men to fit 
them for making a livelihood after the 
war. 

The program was discussed at con- 
ferences today among officials of the 
war, navy, treasury, commerce and la- 
bor departments, the labor committee 
of the Council of National Defense and 
the presidents and other high officers 
of leading insurance companies of the 
United States. 

Issuance of insurance policies from 
$1,000 to $10,000 to officers and men 
at ordinary peace-time rates, the gov- 
ernment paying the extra coast, In- 
demnities for total or partial disability 
and administration of the entire scheme 
by the government's war risk insurance 
bureau which is at present insuring 
officers and crews of American mer~ 
chant vessels are among the outstand- 
ing features of the proposed program.

“Your action in pardoning the sixteen 
women sentenced to Occoquan was one 
of clemency and not of justice. It was a 
proof of your tolerance and magnanim- 
ity and showed vour appreciatidn not 
80 much of woman’s rights as of her 


Wadsworth wrote that the six- 
women went to the workhouse 
rather than pay a fine “to gain the noto- 
riety and publicity of such an action, 
and then with a transparent mental dis- 
honesty that is almost inconceivable in 
persons of normal intelligence, they ad- 
vertised their martyrdom to the cause 
of suffrage. 

“Is it wise to fan the flame of class 
jealousy bv allowing the deportation 
from the state (in cattle cars) of unde- 
sirable citizens in one section of the 
country, and permitting women of 
wealth, family and position to violate 
the laws and go unpunished in another? 
And not only unpunished, but actually 
demanding what they consider a reward 
for their misconduct. Can it be neces- 
say that to preserve peace within our 
borders in this time of stress and im- 
perative need for progress, the machin- 
ery of government should be halted that 
these flies on the wheel may bask in the 
light of publicity

Let us place the food supply in the hands 
of the president to conduct the war, 80 
that it will add strength in the war... 
Let us put our hearts and our heads and 
our bodies into this struggle until by God's 
help we may crush our enemy and drive 
our enemy to a place where we can obtain 
an honorable and lasting peace 

Yet, you proceed to declare in your arti- 
cle that: 

“It is a matter of humiliation and just 
anger to patriotic Georgians that our sena- 
tors are among those who are impeding the 
government in these matters.’ 

The subjects to which you had referred 
were the draft system, the control over ship- 
ping and transportation, over the output 
of industrial plants, and over the produc- 
tion and prices and distribution of food- 
stuffs 

While I have helped perfect some of the 
measures brought before congress since the 
declaration of war, I have supported every 
measure to strengthen our nation and the 
president in the conduct of the war. 

It is true that my colleague and I‘ have 
differed on some, if not all, of the measures 
to which you refer, but your treatment of 
my attitude toward them is utterly unfair 
and misleading. 

The Legislature’s Action. 

On July 4 the press carried the state- 
ment that the legislature of the state had 
unanimously requested the senators and rep- 
resentatives from Georgia to insist that no 
necessity existed for placing cotton in the 
food control bill, and to urge congress to 
leave it out. 

Did these re solution of the Georgia legis- 
lature cause “humiliation and just anger to 
patriotic Georgians? 

You are officers of the Georgia Historical 
association. I cannot believe that as his- 
torians you would be guilty of such misrep- 
resentation of the facts had you been fa- 
millar with them, and, yet, your ignorance 
upon the subject is surprising. 

You have keen guilty of more than meré 
inaccuracy. You have sent out a skillfully 
worded document, partly true, but partly 
faise. So far as I am concerned it is decep- 
tive and misleading, utterly misrepresenting 


my course. 

I request that you print a copy of this 
letter and mail it to those to whom, you 
have sent your “call on Georgia senators” 
and that you request your members “to 
secure publication of it in their local press,”’

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PASS THE NEILL BILL. 


As a special and continuing order the 
Neill primary election reform bill, having re- 
ceived favorable committee indorsement, 
will come before the house of representa- 
tives for consideration—and it ought to pass. 

The measure contemplates a direct step 
toward purification of politics in this state; 
andif itis enacted into law it will goalong 
way toward taking the selection of public of- 
ficials out of the hands of professional poli- 
ticians and restoring it to the people— 
where it belongs.and where the direct pri- 
mary principle would have it. 

The manner in which this act would re- 
form the rules governing political nominat- 
ing conventions in Georgia is fully explained 
by its author, Hon. W. Cecil Neill, of Mus- 
sogee county, in an interview appearing else- 
where upon this page. 

Respecting these rules which obtain un- 
der the present system, Mr. Neill very truth- 
fully says that— 

They have been the football of poli- 
tics for years; and there is always 
more or less uncertainty as to what 
kind of rules the state committee in 
power is going to adopt. This bill will 
take all of this out of politics, and the 
people and the candidates will always 
know what the rules are going to be. 
Under the present elastic, indefinite and 

uncertain system it easily can, and some- 
times does, happen that the people’s will, as 
expressed at the primary polls, is completely 
upset and reversed in convention by a hand- 
ful of adroit politicians and manipulators. 

The Neill bill would effectively correct this, 
"and serve to assure the people that once 
their choice of candidates is expressed at the 
ballot box it will stand. 

The bill was passed by both house and 
senate by an overwhelming vote a year ago, 
but unfortunately it was vetoed by the then 
governor, who was at that time a candidate 
for renomination, and who, and whose 
friends, professed to see in it a move to 
favor a rival candidate. Thus, had 1916 not 
been a “political year,” the Neill primary 
election bill would today be the law of Geor- 
gia. 

This year, however, presents a most op- 
portune time for its enactment. As Mr. 
Neill himself well says: 


I consider it quite fortunate for 
the bill that it will come up in an off 
year politically, when every member 
may vote without having his motives 
questioned. 


It is to be hoped, therefore, that this bill 
will become the law of Georgia by a major- 
ity so great as to leave no doubt as to the 
assembly’s determination to put an end for- 
ever to convention juggling, trading and 
manipulation in the political affairs of Geor- 
gia. 


PREPARING FOR SUNDAY. 


At the meeting yesterday of the exeru- 
tive committee having in charge the ar- 
rangements for the Billy Sunday revival to 
be held in Atlanta next. fall, the announce- 
ment was made that more than $70,000 of 
the required $100,000 guarantee fund already 
has been subscribed, leaving approximately 
$30,000 to be signed up. This the commit- 
tee has full assurance will be subscribed be- 
fore the week ends. 

Whether one happens to like Billy Sun- 
day or not, or whether or not one favors the 
sort of religious campaigns he conducts, all 
must admit that he is a great drawing card 
and that he brings the people from all points 
of the compass to hear him wherever he 
holds forth. 

Everywhere in the world are people who 
need to be awakened in a moral and a re- 
ligious sense. Some can be reached by one 
method, others by another. Some are amen- 
able to the more sedate methods of suasion, 
while others are affected only by methods 
commonly classed as emotional and sensa- 
tional. } 

Undoubtedly there are many of the lat- 
ter class who will come to hear Billy Sun- 
day when he comes to Atlanta, and un- 
doubtedly they will be benefited and thus 
his coming will result in much good done. 

Mr. Sunday comes early in September for 
a seven weeks’ campaign. This will open al- 


most coincidently with the army canton- | 


| ment camp, which will place something like 


40,000 men in uniform in this immediate 
vicinity. 

In all probability Mr. Sunday’s preaching 
and influence will do much good among 
those recruits just launching upon a period 
of military service, unfamiliar to them and of 
indefinite duration. 

It is an uncontrovertible fact that Billy 
Sunday has never done any harm to any 
community—and also that, on the other 
hand, he has done much good wherever he 
has been. 

So he will be welcomed to Atlanta—and 
he will be worth every dollar that it takes 
to arrange for his coming. 


VALUE OF THE CYCLORAMA. 


In the news columns of The Constitution 
yesterday was an account of how the visit- 
ing Woodmen convention delegates spent 
Sunday in Atlanta; of which account this 
paragraph must have appealed with particu- 
lar force to the civic and patriotic pride of 
every Atlantan who read it: 


Thé cyclorama at Grant park at- 
tracted a great many. William B. 
Price, genera] attorney of the order, 
expressed the opinion that it is the 
masterpiece of art in the United States. 
Mr. Price’s father was a surgeon in 
the Confederate army, and was in the 
battle of Atlanta. Mr. Price has made 
several visite to the cyclorama during 
his visit here, and says it is something 
which not only Atlanta and the south, 
but the entire country, should be 
proud of. 


What better evidence than such 
stances as this afford is needed to impress 
Atlanta with the importance of the cyclo- 
rama or to emphasize its historic value to 
the country, its sentimental value to surviv- 
ors and descendants of survivors of the civil 
war—particularly of the battle of Atlanta— 
and its intrinsic and artistic value to the 
city, to which it was given gratis by a large- 
hearted, public-spirited and patriotic philan- 
thropist! 

This visiting attorney, Mr. Price—as 
thousands have done and will continue to 
do so long as the painting endures—came to 
Atlanta, and was enabled through the me- 
dium of the cyclorama, figuratively, to touch 
hands again with the thousands of hero par- 
ticipants in the memorable battle which is 
so vividly portrayed on canvas out at Grant 
park. 

What a pity it is that this wonderful 
creation must stand in momentary danger 
of destruction by fire! 

A carelessly-discarded cigar butt, or a 
lighted match, and the tinder-box shell in 
which the cyclorama is housed would in a 
twinkling go up in smoke—obliterating for- 
ever the cyclorama, because it is a work that 
it is humanly impossible to duplicate. 

By a very simple process, and with negli- 
gible expense, the city can safeguard this 
great painting by constructing for it a fire- 
proof house. 

The duty of council in this regard—duty 
to the city, to the living generation and to 
posterity—is plain; and needless further de- 
lay, no matter what the pretext might be, 
will be inexcusable.

HARMING A WORTHY CAUSE. 


That woman suffrage is a great and 
worthy cause, few in America or the world— 
even among those who oppose it—will deny. 

But those Washington militants and 
trouble-makers, who style themselves “‘white 
house pickets,” do not represent the cause 
of woman suffrage in America. The position 
of the rank and file of the American suffra- 
gists among the women has been clearly and 
emphatically stated times without number 
since the undignified and unwomanly “cam- 
paign” against the white house was first 
launched.

It re- 
gards those tactics as an error of judg- 
ment and has said so0 clearly and emphat- 
ically, both in its capacity as a national 
organization and through its various 
state affiliations. 


It is too bad that a few of the 2 per cent 
of the organized suffrage women of the coun- 
try have got themselves behind bars in the 
workhouse for making a general public nui- 
sance of themselves; but it would be worse 
still were their misbehavior to militate 
against the hopes and aspirations of the 98 
per cent—who likewise are striving to realize 
a worthy ambition, but by peaceable, legiti- 
mate and ladylike campaign methods. 

It is to be hoped that nothing the little 
group of “militants” in Washington has done 
or may do will be permitted to prejudice the 
mind of any man against the great move- 
ment of the 98 per cent toward the ballot, 
or work to deprive them of dispassionate 
consideration in legislative councils.

|NEILL BILL, UP IN HOUSE TODAY, 
WOULD END CONVENTION JUGGLING 


Hon. W. Cecil Neill, author of the Neill 
primary bill, which is on the house calen- 
dar as a special and continuing order for 
today, interviewed yesterday in reference to 
the bill, said: 

“The bill has been set as a special and 
continuing order for Tuesday, July 24. This 
bill, it will be recalled, was passed during 
the session of 1916, but was vetoed by Gov- 
ernor Harris. Breet 

“The evil which this bill seeks to strike 
down is ‘convention juggling and trading,’ 
which always results when no candidate for 
State office receives a majority in the pri- 
mary election. 

“It provides that the candidate receiving 
the highest number of popular votes in a giv- 
en county is entitled to the county unit vote 
of that county; if a tie results between two 
Or more candidates in the popular vcte in 
any county, the county unit vote of that 
county is divided equally between the can- 
didates so tying. After the primary, the 
county unit vote throughout the state is con- 
solidated and officially published by the 
chairman and secretary of the state commit- 
tee, and the candidate receiving a majority 
of. the county unit votes throughout the 
State is entitled to the nomination, and the 
duty is imposed upon the convention, or 
other party authority, to so declare, without 
the necessity of a formal ballot; and the 
party authorities are required to place the 
name of such successful candidate on the 
official ballot of the party at the regular 
election. 

“In case there are only two candidates, 
and a tie in county unit votes results, after 
consolidation of the county unit’ vote 
throughout the state, then the candidate 
receiving a majority of the popular votes 
cast is declared the nominee. 

For “Run-Off”’ Primary. 

“In the event there are more than two 
candidates, and no candidate receives a ma- 
jority of the county unit vote, then, in order 
to prevent the ‘convention juggling and 
trading,’ which naturally follows, the bill 
provides that there shall be a second pri- 
mary between the two candidates receiving 
the highest number of county unit votes; the 
candidate receiving, at the second primary, a 
majority of the county unit votes is de- 
clared the nominee; and in the event of a 
tie between the two candidates, in county 
unit votes, the candidate receiving the ma- 
jority of the popular votes is declared the 
nominee. 3 

“Of recent years, the people of Georgia 
have become disgusted with ‘convention jug- 
gling and trading,’ and justly so, and un- 
less some law is passed to place it beyond 
the power of the politicians to defeat, in 
convention, the will of the people, our white 
democratic primary in Georgia is doomed.

The bill adheres to the 
county unit system for making nominations 
to these offices, as established and followed 
by the democratic party in Georgia for nearly 
half a century, except in the year 1908; and 
the only change from the present system is 
that the second primary is provided, in place 
of the convention, in the event no candi- 
date receives’ a majority in the first pri- 
mary. 

“These rules have been the football of 
politics for years; and there is always more 
or less uncertainty as to what kind of rules 
the state committee in power is going to 
gpdopt. This bill will take all of this out 
of politics, and the people and the candi- 
dates will always Know what the rules are 
going to be. 

“If this bill is passed, ‘convention jug- 
gling’ will be forever banished from Georgia, 
and the right of the people themselves to 
make their own nominations will be placed 
upon a secure and firm foundation. 

“I consider it quite fortunate for the bill 
that it will come up in an off year polit- 
cally, when every member may vote without 
having his motives questioned. 

“Members who were heretofore opposed 
to the bill are supporting it now, and I feel 
perfectly confident that the bill will receive 
an overwhelming majority of the house 
vhen the final vote is reached.”’

ANSWER—When nature obviously intends 
a child to be left-handed it is unwise to in- 
terfere.

Measurement of the “ulna-plus” (length of 
arm from elbow to knuckle of little finger) 
shows a slightly increased length in the arm 
designed to be trained for fine work like 
writing, according to good authorities, and 
in the face of such evidence I think it should 
be accepted as conclusive. Stammering 
seems to be one result of forced transfer to 
right-handedness; nervous inefficiency is 
another, I believe.

New York, July 23.—Business condi- 
tions continue much unsettled by the 
situation at Washington. Delay of leg- 
islation affecting food control, friction 
in the shipping board and in the export 
control board, uneasiness over the sub- 
marine situation, uncertainty as to new 
taxes and the attempts of the govern- 
ment to regulate prices, also the news 
from Germany, all serve to leave poth 
commerce and industry in a high state 


of perplexity. 
Looking Into the Future. 

Under such conditions no one cares 
to enter into transactions extending far 
into the future. Business is necessarily 
of a hand-to-mouth character. Both the 
steel and copper industries are seriously 
| hampered by fears of government price 
fixing. In any event, the early antici- 
pations of excessive war profits have 
| moderated for many industrials, with a 
corresponding effect upon stock market 
activities. Some very substantial de- 
clines have already occurred in conse- 
quence, yet in spite of curtailment in 
these dire¢tions the majority of indus- 
trial concerns are still doing a large 
and profitable business. Peace pros- 
pects are not s0 encouraging, for the 
reason that Germany is still in no mood 
to accept the terms which the allies 
will be likely to offer. This, of course, 
suggests prolonged activities in war in- 
dustries. 

Marvest Promises Well 

The harvest promises larger and bet- 
ter results than at one time expected. 
There is no real scarcity of grain, al- 
though under the circumstances a 
larger vield would have been desirable. 
But farmers are sure of good prices for 
their products and seem likely to secure 
their full share of prosperity, which later 
on will be reflected in good business 
throughout the agricultural sections. 

There is no reason for taking other 
than hopeful views regarding the fu- 
ture, but the presence of many and 
unusual uncertainties necessitates the 
policy of daily caution.

Old crops were also weak in absence 
of any further bull interest and the 
whole market closed steady at a net 
loss of 51 to 70 points, having rallied 
slightly in the last few minutes on 
coveFing.

The re- 
ported formal agreement among the 
allies as to the principle of: interna- 
tional ocean freight regulations was 
not considered especially bullish for 
the reason that it would not mean any 
increase of tonnage, which is the pres- 
ent drawback to export business. 

Less activity was reported in the 
goods market, the government being 
about the only buyer which has made 
speculative holders of goods uneasy. No 
exports were reported today, and those 
for the season aggregate 5,365,162 bales.

SMALL TRADING 


Prices Recede From Satur- 

day’s Small Advances opr 
Low Ebb Interest of the 
General Public. Call Loans 
Renewed at 3 Per Cent. 


New York, July 23.—The erratic and 
conflicting currents that have ap- 
peared in the stock market in recent 
weeks were again manifest in todays 
circumscribed market. ’rices receded 
from last Saturday’s slight advances 
for more or less specific reasons, al- 
though speculative issues yielded main- 
ly from sheer inertia, public interest 
being at low ebb. 

The more favorable bank statements, 
with its strengthening of reserves, and 
the easier money market as seen in the 
renewal of call loans at 3 per cent, 
were more than counterbalanced by 
fresh concern respecting the Russian 
situation and the time-worn question 
of war profits and taxes. 

Steamships Strong. 

Steamship shares, which furnished 
far more than their usual quota to 
the day’s moderate operations, were 
almost the only strong features of the 
first half of the session, rising 1% to 
3 points on signs of a settlement of 
the shipbuilding controversy. These 
gains were more than surrendered later 
as a result of Washington advices to 
the effect that the administration is 
to act with this country’s allies in 
effecting a material reduction of pre- 
vailling marine freight rates. Move- 
ments in other stecks, including the 
important industrial and war descrip- 
tions, were attended by almost steady 
attrition, gross declines ranging from 
2 to 4 points in rails, metals, motors 
and the more volatile specialties. 

United States Steel reacted from its 
top price of 123% to 121, closing at 
a net loss of 1% points, the Bethlehem 
Steels, new and old, fell 2% and 3, 
respectively, and others of the same 
group an average of 


2 points. Gen- 
eral Motors and Chandler were heav- 
jest of the automobile issues, falling 
2% and 3%, Utah, Anaconda and Amer- 
ican Smelting led the 2 to 3-point de- 
clines in metals, oils yielded 1 to 3% 
and sugars 1 to 2. 
The Rail Issues, 

4-point recession in Canadian 
Pacifie lacked explanation and other 
high-grade rails made no response to 
Southern Pacific’s statement of June 
earnings, which showed a net gain of 
$1,238,000. 

Bonds were irregular, with free sell- 
ing of Anglo-French 5s at a slight de- 
cline, the Liberty issues varying from 
99.45 to 99.49.

He adds that the interest alone on the 
public loans is $747,000,000; more than 
the total taxation for the year before 
the war, and that she has been borrow- 
ing part of her interest—the surest 
road to ruin known to finance. “The 
German calculation of collapse is 
brought appreciably nearer by the cer- 
tainty that the. annual increase of 
toa is reduced by the war, and the 
belief that there are certainly several 
billions of floating debt.” 


The Question of Indemnities, 


If Germany is already bankrupt, how 
can she pay indemnities? The London 
Statist discusses this and believes that 
entente powers should bégin now to de- 
cide what they will allow and what 
they will disallow if Germany repre- 
sents to the peace conference that she 
actually owes already five thousand 
millions sterling ($25,000,000,000). There 
should also be considered, it thinks, 
and be carefully studied out, what pos- 
sessions of Germany it is reasonable 
to look upon as disposable for the pay- 
ment of all indemnities really due. “For 
example,’ it says, “nobody who has any 
regard for human justice or human 
prosperity will seriously dispute that 
all damage done, say in the occupied 
provinces of France, in Belgium, in 
Serbia and so on, ought to be made 


| good to the uttermost farthing. If Ger- 


many is allowed to burn down private 
houses, to massacre the inhabitants and 
to kill their cattle, then future gov- 
ernments meditating a war of revenge 
will feel that they may safely run the 
risk. If, on the contrary, every penny 
that can be taken hold of, is used to 
pay to the uttermost farthing all dam- 
age done, future governments will 
think twice before they engage in a 
fresh war of revenge.” 
Her Railroads Available. 


It then suggests that one class of 
property might be looked upon as valu- 
able for paying indemnities—namely, 
the government-owned railways, and 
these, %t thinks, the German govern- 
ments should be made to hand over, 
even if not a single mile is left to 
them, to make good all the losses in- 
flicted upon countries like France, Bel- 
gium and Serbia. It says the govern- 
ments have other »possessions of con- 
siderable value, like the government 
hbank—the Seehandlung, which owns 
vast property in lands,\mines, etc., and

large investments in shipping. There 
are other properties which could be 
turned in to help pay indemnitiés, and 
The Statist thinks that special com- 
missions ought to be appointed by the 
entente powers for the purpose of as- 
certaining what amount Germany is 
capable of paying for the injuries she 
has inflicted upon all Furope—not 
merely in regard to property, but what 
is infinitely more valwable in regard to 
life. This picture of inventorying Ger- 
many’s possessions for purpose of in- 
demnities which she must pay, is in 
sombre contrast with her ambitions be- 
fore the war and the outlook for her 
before the Battle of the Marne. 
Milestones in History. 

Sir Gilbert Parker, in an article in 
The New York Herald, asks if the world 
stops to think what would have hap- 
pened if Joffre had not succeeded at 
the Battle of the Marne. - “If the Ger- 
mans,” he says, “had got to Paris, 
they would have got to Calais; they 
would have got to Petrograd. Italy 
would not have entered the war: the 
Balkans would have been under the heel 
of Germany and Austria, and the road 
to Bagdad would have been open to 
Germany.” Emperor William had his 
eye on eastern empire, Turkey, Asia, 
Persia; control of the eastern Medi- 
terranean. He has been stopped in all 
that: he will never get to Bagdad now. 
He had his eyes on Bagdad. Petrograd, 
London, Paris and New York. 

“He will get none of these because. 
above everything else, 110 millions of 
people who have never been beaten in 
war have entered this conflict. I mean 
the American people.”

HEAVY PAYMENTS MADE 


ON THE LIBERTY LOAN 


More Than 60 Per Cent of the 
Total Already Received 
by Government. 


Washington, July 23.—More than 60 
per cent of the $2.000,000,000 Liberty 
Loan already has been paid into the 
treasury. Today’s treasury statement, 
the first issued in twenty-four days, 
siows payments June 30 on the Liber- 
ty Loan account of $1,385,024,456. 

Only twenty per cent of the loan, or 
$100,000,000, was due on June 30, the 
two payments of two and eighteen per 
cent, respectively, being due June 15 
and June 28. The amount thus vol- 
untarily paid into the treasury by sub- 
scribers ahead of time totaled only $15,- 
000,000 under a round billion dollars. 

Out of the proceeds and other reve- 
nues, the government had redeemed 
treasury certificates of indehtedness, 
issued in anticipation of the _ loan, 
amounting to $626,000,000, June 30. The 
balance was deposited in federal re- 
serve and national and state banks and 
trust companies throughout the coun- 
try in accordance with Secretary Mc- 
Adoo’s plan of distributing the deposits 
among as many institutions as possible. 
A total‘ of $560,662,218 was deposited 
in banks other than federal reserve 
banks June 30. 

Notwithstanding the enormous with- 
drawals to meet payments on the loan 
—more than three times the sum due— 
the redepositing of the funds among 
banking Institutions prevented even a 
ripple of disturbance in the money 
markets. 

The heavy payments on Liberty Loan 
account ran up the government’s bal- 
ance of cash on hand June 30 to the 
record figure of $1,064,086,250. This 
wus after the treasury department had 
redeemed certificates of indebtedness 
amounting to $626,000,000. The last 
day of the fiscal year also ranked high 
in ordinary revenue receipts, the total 
being more than $20,000,000. 

Hundreds of thousands who bought 
so-called baby bonds, those of $50 to 
$100 denominations, availed themselves 
of the privilege of paying in full at 
once. Purchasers of large allotments 
were required to give two weeks’ notice 
of their intention to pay in excess of 
the department’s installment program. 
In hundreds of instances, apparently 
purchasers of large allotments also 
paid in full for their bonds. 

Because of the immense amount of 
clerical labor involved in tabulating 
payments and checking reserve bank 
reports the treasury statement for June 
30 was delayed a record time this year. 
Usually it comes out two or three days 
after the fiscal year ends. Even to- 
day’s late figures, a footnote states, 
are subject to revision. 

In other respects than those affect- 
ing the loan, the statement of the gov- 
ernment’s financial activities for the 
fiscal year is a record-breaker. Total 
receipts from all sources touched the 
new high level of $3,475,159,935, of 
which approximately $2,300,000,000 was 
loan and the sale of certifi- 
cates of indebtedness. Ordinary reve- 
nue receipts increased nearly $350,000,- 
000 over the preceding fiscal year, 
reaching a total of $1,12%576,229. These 
were apportioned as follows: 

Customs receipts $225,981,935, an in- 
crease of more than $14,000,000 over 
the preceding fiscal year; ordinary in- 
ternal revenue receipts, covering taxes 
on distilled spirits, beer, tobacco, oleo- 
margarine and other articles, $449,209,- 
855, an increase of $61,300,000; income 
tax receipts, $360,006,430, an increase 
of $236,000,000, or 80 per cent; and mis- 
cellaneous receipts, $87,378,298, an in- 
crease of $34,500,000, or 68 per cent. 

Panama canal tolls for the year 
showed a total of $5,872,244, as com- 
pared with: $2,554,576 the preceding 
year, an increase of approximately 130 
per cent.

The sharp- 
est advance was in flour, which jumped 
150 per cent in price. Potatoes in- 
creased 125 per cent, lard 82 per cent, 
sugar 79 per cent, corn meal 7/ per 
cent, bacon 56 per cent and bread 0900 
per cent.

Wheat and flour have increased 200 
per cent, corn 140 per cent, corn meal 
170 per cent, potatoes 140 per cent, 
lard 107 per cent, beef 76 per cent and 
hogs 79 per cent.

IOWDON COLLEGE 
FOUGHT IN HOUSE 


Every Branch Added to Uni- 
versity Done Soin Defiance 


of Constitution, Declares 
Joe Hill Hall. 


After passing the Ellis general bill 
for extending by ten days the time 
for giving bonds under supercedeas 
orders, and passing several local bills, 
the house of representatives spent the 
major portion of Monday’s session de- 
ating the bill] which would make Bow- 
don college a gift to the state and a 
part of the state university, this bill 
being opposed by Representative C. R. 
McCrory, of Schley county; Representa- 
tive Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, and others. 

Mr. McCrory took a shot in several 
different directions during the course 
including The Macon 
Telegraph and The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, both of which, he said, had un- 
dertaken to write his obituary, and that 
especially had both tried to fix upon 
him the charge of being opposed to 
higher educational institutions. Mr. 
McCrory said that he ts not opposed to 
such institutions, and he desired that 
the press quote him to that effect. 

The bill to make Bowdon college a 
part of the state university system pro- 
poses that Bowdon shall turn over 
to the university system about $30,000 
worth of property, in return for which 
it is asked that three or four teachers 
be supplied to the college to conduct 
a normal course for the training of 
the young men and women to become 
teachers in the common schools of the 
western section of the state. Mr..Mc- 
Crory, of Schley, sent in ah amend- 
ment providing that no appropriation 
to be made by the state for the main- 


‘tenance of Bowdon should exceed $5,000 


a year, which he explained later in his 
speech. 
Branches Illegal, Says Hall. 
Representative Hall, of Bibb, made 
the declaration that every branch 


which has been added to the universi- 
ty system has been tacked on in defi- 
ance of the constitution, and every ap- 
ropriation made to the university or 
ts branches had been illegal, and, he 
gaid, to pass this bill now will mean 
merely “that you are going to unload 
more on the state of Georgia.” He said, 
too, that when this bill is passed there 
is yet another waiting to unload on 
the state, naming Lucy Cobb, and that 
this sort of thing is nothing more nor 
less than adding links to the chain and 
throwing wider the gates that have 
already been opened. e said the state 
constitution limits the power of the 
legislature and especially says it shall 
make a donation to the university only 


‘when the condition of the treasury is 


such as to permit it; that it does not 
permit of these annual appropriations, 
which he argued were constantly in- 
creasing. He held, however, that it 
makes no difference to him; if the leg- 
islature wants to keep on doing it, let 
the legislature go right ahead. 

Representative Beck, of Carroll, out- 
lined the purpose of the people of that 
section wherein Bowdon s located, 
compared their condition with other 
parts of the state where. normal 
schools are located, and charged that 
the representative from Bib didn’t 
know what he was talking about when 
an effort to establish 
another high school. Bowdon, he said, 
has authority now to issue degrees as 
high as the university, but what they 
want is a normal school for training 
and equipping teachers. 

Mr. Wyatt, of Troup, and Mr. DuBose. 
in favor of 
the latter declaring he was 
talking not as a representative from 
Clarke county for the university, but 
in the real interest of a better common 
school system in the state, as a Geor- 
gian. 

“Inside Workings” of University. 

Representative McCrory reviewed the 
days of 1909, when he was in the 
house, when the Augusta Medical col- 
lege, he said, came before the legisla- 
ture and asked to be made a branch of 
the university, with-the statement that 
they probably would never ask for an 
appropriation. “And yet the very next 
session they were up here asking for 
$30,000, and they got it; and [Ill tell 
you, before God, I believe they’d have 


the bill, 


- gotten $100,000 if they had asked for 


it.” He said, with that instance in 
mind, he had sent his amendment into 
the pending bill, his purpose to fix at 
the outset the amount of money the 
state would give to this newly-pro- 
posed branch of the university. Wheth- 
er or not another legislature should 
come along, as Mr. Hall suggested they 
would, and wipe out those figures to 
include more, the gentleman from 
Schley said he at least wanted to start 


) 
the thing right, so far as he is con- 
cerned. He declared the state has Deer: 
appropriating money to the University 
of Georgia for the past 117 years, “‘un- 
til enough money has been sent into 
Clarke county to pave the streets of 
Athens with silver,” and yet, he said, 
Chancellor Barrow can’t even write e 
primer for the common school use. 

Mr. McCrory said he wanted to take 
the legislature into his confidence and 
“tell you some of the inside workings 
of the university system,” his sole pur- 
pose, he said, being of “making them 
show down on what they have done 
with money.” He said the state univer- 
sity instructors teach eleven pupils 
each, and charged that the trustées 
have locked the doors of the institu- 
tion to the young women of the state 
who are clamoring for, educational ad- 
vantages. “And right here,” he con- 
tinued, “I want to ask you {ff any of 
you have ever been able to find out 
“ust how many teachers there are in 
the university, what they teach, how 
many they teach and what they are 
paid?” 

“T am not against the higher educa- 


tional institutions,” he said, “I want 
to do everything for them that is neted- 
ed, but I want to tell you gentlemen 
in confidence, in all serfousness, that 
the idea obtains that you come up here 
and are sworn to appropriate m8ney 
to these higher educational institutions 
regardless of the condition of the state 
treasury, when as a matter of fact you 
are sworn to do exactly the opposite 
thing.” 

Reading from an editorial in The Ma- 
con Telegraph, he said the editor had 
declared “this is one Peter who is not 
going to be robbed to pay Paul,” ex- 
plaining that the editorial means the 
higher institutions are not going to be 
robbed to pay the common schoo! fund. 
In this connection he said Mr. Hall had 
called his attention to the fact that 
the constitution of the state expressly 
says no appropriation shall be made to 
the higher institutions until the dondi- 
tion of the treasury warrants it. and, 
therefore, the Peter and Paul compari- 
gon is reversed. He charged that the 
higher educational institutions of the 
state have The Macon Telegraph back 
of them, including the Augusta branch, 
where only 57 students are taught ina 
year at a cost of $600 per vear per 
pupil, and charged that The Macon Tele- 
granvh is “trying to dictate to yon gen- 
tlemen what to do.”

Atlanta undertakers will affiliate 
with the National Association of Fu- 
neral Directors in the organization of 
the Purple Cross, which proposes to 
prepare and bring back the bodies of 
the American soldiers who are killed 
in battle in Europe. 

The organization has made the fol- 
lowing offer to the government: 

‘“‘We will furnish such number of embalm- 
ers for the preservation of the bodies of sol- 
diers killed in battle or dying in hospitals as 
you may deem necessary for the purpose. 

‘“‘We will divide these into such units as 
you may direct. 

“We will equip and train these men. 

“We will furnish such number of auto- 
mobile ambulances as will be necessary 
for this service. 

‘We will pay all expenses incident to their 
equipment, training, transportation and main- 
tenance. 

“These will be available for all sanitary 
work, asking only that they may be al- 
oh, to keep their own individual forma- 
tion. 

“If it be your wish that we be incor- 
porated in the army organization, we will 
arrange to be enlisted as individuals and 
assigned as you may direct.’’ 

A bill is now being formed which 
will be presented to congress, and Sam 
Greenberg, of the Greenberg & Bond 
undertaking establishment, has writ- 
ten to the Georgia senators asking 
that they support the passage of the 
bill.

Dr. Guy E. Snavely, director of the 
southern division of the Red Cross, who 
returned Sunday from the Chicago 
conference held last week, stated that 
in addition to these changes the gen- 
eral work of the Red Cross will be 
broadened. These new divisions. will 
have headquarters in St. Louis, Min> 
neapolis, Cleveland, Philadelphia and 
i Seattle. The southern division was not 
affected by this change, ' the only 
change in the southern division being 
the placing of that part of Tennessee 
west of the Tennessee river in the 
St. Louis division.
